Egypt Still Balks at Rockefeller Offer. 
Though He Accepted Proposal of Prernier

CAIRO, April %7.~The negotiations 
between Dr. James H. Breasted, repre- 
senting John D. Rockefeller Jr., and 
the Egyp Government, relative to 
Mr. Rockefelfer’s offer of $10,000,000 for 
the establishment of a new museum of 
antiquities at Cairo for archaedlogical 
exploration, have reached an impasse. 

The only way out seems to be the 
withdrawal of the offer, and this is 
believed to be imminent. Dr. Breasted‘ 
leaves tomorrow and before go: it is 
possible that he will inform the 
tian Government that Mr. Rockefeller 
is not prepared to preceed further with 
the matter, or~he may. wait till his ar- 
rival in New York for further instruc- 
tions. 

The history of the events leading up 
to the present situation is briefly as 
follows: Dr. Breasted came from 
America bringing with him the of 
a contract duly signed which he sub- 
mitted to the Government. 
The latter explained that it could not 
accept the contract as it was. Dr. 
Breasted thereupon suggested that. the. 


Government should draft its own con- 
tract after congulting its legal ad- 
visers. 

This was agreed to and in due course 
the Egyptian Government’s draft was 
received and forwarded to Mr, Rocke- 
feller with a covering: letter from Pre- 
mier Ziwar Pasha recommending ac- 
ceptance of the modifications, in which’ 
case he said he would support — 
project with his Ministers. 

Mr. Rockefeller not only agreed to 
the counter-proposals made but ac- 
cepted the draft contract in its entirety 
and signed and returned it to Dr. 
Breasted. The latter submitted it to 
the Premier and was informed that he 
could not add his signature to the 
document, as there were some points 
which required further discussion.’ 

A communiqué issued tonight seeks 
to show that the contract contains 
clauses of a humiliating character and 
fails to provide for adequate Egyptian 
representation on the proposed council.

The Assembly passed. and sent to 
Governor Smith what is regarded as 
one of the most important of the many 
bills designed to check crime. Under 
this measure the present _maximum. 
wentence of twenty years for first de- 
gree robbery is eliminated so that a 
Judge can sentence a defendant con- 


victed of this crime to prigon for life. 
The minimum sentence would be sif- 
teen years. ys 

The measure @lso makes the punisn- 
tment for first degree burglary not .ess 
than fifteen years instead of ten, in- 

s the maximum sentence for sec- 
ond degree burglary from ten to /if- 
teen years and for third degree from 
five to ten. 

The crime bill passed in the Senate 
related to indeterminate sentences. It 
would tend to extend all sentences by. 
making two-thirds of the maximum 
sentence the minimum sentence.

_ Endorsement, Convicted. 


THREE OTHERS ACQUITTED 


W. A. Stuart, Head of Concern, and 
Henry Bope, Former, Carnegie - 
Steel Executive, Are Freed.

Two of the five defendants on trial 
before Federal Judge Knox and a jury 
on an indictment charging use of the 
mails to defraud investors in the stock 
of the Petroleum. Producing and Re- 
fining Company were convicted yes- 
terday. The two were George G. Hyn- 
son and George L. Derr, described by 
the Government as “high pressure’ 
salesmen. The three others were ac- 
quitted. They were William A. Stuart, 
President of the company; Henry P. 
Bope, its Secretary and Treasurer, and 
Richard Kirby Long, a salesman. 

Mr. Bope was formerly a Vice as 
ident of the Carnegie Steel Com y: 
In the circulars: sent through the mails 
it was alleged that the company had 
been endorsed by Charles M. ‘Schwab, 
Chairman of the Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
poration; William E. Corey, Chairman 
of the Midvale Steel Company; E. R. 
Perry, Vice President of the Cosden 
Oil and Gas Company, and other ‘busi- 
ness men and banking institutions. 

Mr. Schwab, through his secretary; 
J. H., Ward,.in a tetter to Postal In- 
spector Nathan Nolle, said. that his 
name had been used without authority 
and explained that he had given a 
letter of general recommendation to 
Mr. Bope because he had once_ been 
associated with him in the steel busi- 
uess. Mr. Corey wrote to Mr. Stuart 
protesting against the use of his name 
and asked for a list of those to whom 
the’ circulars ‘had been sent. ' It was 
charged by the Government That the 
defendants had ‘“‘twisted’’ the letter of 
Mr. Schwab to suit their purposes. 

After the jury hac announced the 
verdict the defendants were brought 
before Judge Knox, who told Mr. Bope 
that he greatly regretted to see him in 
such a position, adding that he had 
known the defendant for twenty years 
and that he once occupied. an honor- 
able station in life. - 

“If you had been convicted,” Judge 
Knox continued, ‘‘I certainly would not 
have set aside the vérdict.” 

Then Judge Knox said to Stuart and 
Long that the scheme they had. been 
engaged in never had had any chance 
of succeeding and that men engaging 
in such schemes should be on their 
guard “lest they be draw into vic- 
timizing men and women who trust- 
ingly invest their idittle savings in 
what ap to them like a bonanza 
though in ity it has no prospects.”

The St. Paul’s witnesses have all 
along ‘attempted ‘to justify the receiv- 
ership and the acquisition of the Terre 
Haute and Gary railroad systems. It 
has. been contended, on the. other hand, 
that. these systems were not only. bad 
investments, but that the St. Paul 
paid-moré than $20,000,000 for the Térre 
Haute and $3,000,000 for the Gary at a

Mr.” Carleton’s testimony indicated 
that the St. Paul had taken‘ over, on 
its books, the burden of the expense 
of the entire system, presumably in 
order to make~a better showing for 
its acquired lines.

346,028,940 Gasoline Taxes 
Paid In to 44 States in 1925. 


‘WASHINGTON, Ay April 7 @).—The 
_ American pédple paid $146,028,940 in 
taxes on 6,457,783,284 gallons of 
gasoline sold in forty-four States 
in 1925, the Bureau of Public Roads 
reported today. 

The money was paid in all the 
States except Illinois, Massachu- 
setts, New Jersey and New York, 
which have no gasoline \tax, and 
represents an increase of 88. per 
cent, over the total for 1924. . 

The average tax per motor vehicle 
operator. was estimated at $9.22.° 
California raised the most from the 
‘gasoline tax, a levy of 2-eents a 
galion bringing a revenue of $14,- 
956,789. 

Of the. total sum raised in the 
forty-four States and the District 
of Columbia $134,786,920 Was made 
available for State, county and 
local roads.

One, Indignant, Walks Out. 

When Captain Frankau said ‘the up- 
per classes in England must provide 
“the under dog with a clean kennel” 
in answer to “the intellectuals who 
believe in injecting him with hydro- 
phobia and letting him into the house,”’ 
and after he had called Karl Marx as 
“un-English as Bernard Shaw ard H. 
G. Wells,” a man stood up, gained 
the attention of the crowd, and paused.

Unless their minds are 
so smoothed away that no impression 
whateyer will stick to them, they are 
bound to consider the significance of 
the fact that a defendant is afrafd to 
subject himself to cross-examination. 
About this nothing may be said in the 
court room, but it is certain to count 
in the deliberations of the jury room. 
How can Juror Smith fail, in going 
oyer the case with Juror. Ferguson, 
to ask the question, ‘‘ Why didn't, he 
“take the starid and tell us all about 
it if he is innocent? ’’ : 

‘All merely technical legal. efforts to 
prevent the human ‘intelleet from 
functioning in court, as it does in 
the common affairs of life, are cértain 
to break down: Common sense will 
find a way to beat the quiddities of 
the law every time. Of course, all 
men, on or off juries, are willing to 
presume that a man is innocent until 
he is pfoved guilty; but they also pre- 
sume that the innocent man will be 
eager to testify in his pwn. defense, 
and that if he refuses to do so it is 
a.kind of strong moral evidence 
against him.

MOSCOW'S “ AMERICAN PERIL.” 
Soviet Russia will not participate in 

the disarmament conference at Ge- 
neva. The reasons, to judge from the 
cabled summaries of Fore'gn Minister 
CuicHertn’s . 3,000-word: statement, 
are somewhat mixed. Ruésia wiil not 
go to Geneva because the Swiss Gov- 
ernment has refused adequate satis- 
faction in the matter of the assassina- 
tion. of “the Soviet Ambassador. at 
Berne. Russia will not go, in the 
second ‘place, because the conference 
is sure to be a ‘*futile comedy.” Ap-

His statement, 
coupled-with a number of replies from 
American sources, makes curious read- 
ing in the light,of what American cap- 
italism is now discovered to be doing 
in Western Europe. By inviting our 
loans and investments Trorsxr vir- 
tually says, “Come and dominate 
us.’’. American business men reply, 
‘* We will not come and dominate:you.

Putting aside logical consistency, 
one can only ask what is the purpose 
behind the exploitation of the Amer- 
ican Peril by the Soviet orators. Mos- 
cow implies. that the League of Na- 
tions and Locarno have failed to sup- 
ply protection against the menace of 
American plutocracy and Europe 
should turn for succor and leader- 
ship in another @irection.

The argument .has somé 
force. If American capitalists take a

Rock-dusting saved the lives of 
1,050 miners at West Frankfort, Ill., 
where an explosion was checked on 
Jan. 29. . Associated companies that 
have responded to the call of human- 
ity draw attention to the fact that 
‘experiments made. by the United 
** States Bureau of Mines have demon- 
“ strated beyond a doubt that the ad- 
‘‘ dition of sufficient rock to bring the 
“percentage of rock-dust above 55 
“of the total will prevent the explo- 
“sion of coal-dust.’’ 

An appalling record of disaster is 
that of the mines where explosions 
have occurred in the last ten years: 
the dead number 25,000. There are 
accident compensation laws, but they 
fall far short of the duty the State 
owes the coal miners. Safety stand- 
ards are*woefully inadequate. Many of 
the worst hazards can be eliminated. 
That they are not is a reproach ‘to 
American -civilization. In twenty-one 
bituminous States full ' preventive 
measures have not been taken. Water 
to lay the coal-dust is ineffective. But 
if rock-dusting is well done safety is 
assured. Limestone and shale mike 
the best rock-dust; When the Amer- 
ican. Association for Labor Legisla- 
tion began to agitate for protection 
there were only three coal: companies 
using rock-dust. There are now more 
than one hundred. ‘The.Castle Gate 
explosion in Utah cost the company 
and the community ‘more than $1,000,- 
000, and yet for less than 1 per cent. 
of the value of the coal produced the 
catastrophe could have been avoided. 
Thé omission to provide rock-dusting 
machinery should be regarded as an 
offense to be heavily penalized:’: In 
another year, if State Legislatures

_ AGAINST STATE HOUSING. 


Albany Bilis Attacked on the Basis 
of “Social Unwisdom.” 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

is grave danger that there 
may be enacted in Albany during the 
current séssion of the Legislature laws 
which will result directly or indirectly 
in putting the State of New York into 
the housing business. If such a meas- 
ure, ‘whether it, be Governor Smith's 
Housing bill or some compromise, is 
enacted, it will be due to the plausible 
arguments advanced by ‘those who 
have a direct personal interest in get- 
ting the State into this line. of busi- 
ness, plus the misguided efforts of 
some people who should know better 
but who have been touched by the 
sentimental appeal, and, finally, be- 
cause of the ‘indifference of the great 
bulk of the people, who feel that they 
have no direct concern. Yet they all | 
pay. taxes." 

There are a number of very. strong 
points against the proposed law, based 
purely upon the social unwisdom of 
such a policy, and these arguments 
have not received much publicity. May 
I briefly recite them? . 

(1) Students. of government point 
out the great danger that lies in the 
increasing tendency of our Govern- 
ments’ to supervise the conduct and 
life of the people. Duties are being 
assumed by our cities, States and Na- 
tional Government that were never 
contemplated - when our democracy 
was formed. There isa dangerous 
tendency in this trend which must be’ 
combated at every turn. If the State 
Government is now to step in and 
make. provisions for housing for cer- 
tain classes of our people, why should 
it not proceed to furnish an automo- 
bile for every. pedestrian and a radio 
for every home? : 

(2)‘Any one who has studied child 
training realizes that a child grows by 
doing for itself. The piggest men that 
this country has produced have been 
so-called self-made men, who: afrived 
at their high positions by their own. 
efforts, and were equipped to rise 
through early training in caring for: 
themselves. Compare these men with 
the indolent youth brought up in the 
lap of luxury for whom everything is 
provided. As it.is with the individual. 
so it is with a group of people. If we 
are to provide housing conditions for 
certain groups at less than cost, we 
are starting a very dangerous social 
practice. 

(3) It has been said that the pur- 
pose of the proposed law is to improve 
housing conditions in the congested 
east side of Manhattan. Yet there is 
nothing in the Housing bill which re- 
quires the limited dividend housing 
corporations. to confine their opera- 
tions to the east side. 

(4) There is grave danger from the 
social as well as the economic stand- 
point, in the added names to go on the 
public payroll, and from the fact that 

the enactment of .this bill 
housing will be linked with politics. 
We hear much of the altruistic mo- 
tives of those supporting the bill, yet 
it carries an appropriation of $200,000. 
and provides for full time workers, 
who are to receive salaries and travel-

Yet the Latin-American newspapers 
differ from the American in some, 
characteristics of their own. First of 
all, they are national organs in the 
fullest sense, having n from their 
own correspondents in every town and 
hamlet, and being read everywhere 
‘with preference over the local papers. 
The disproportion in the growth of 
the capital cities above the rest of the 
communities all over Latin-America 
accounts in part for the vast differ- 
ence in quality between a metropoli- 
tan and a provincial Latin-American 
publication. The fact that the bulk 
‘of the illiterate population remains in 
the country is responsible for the pre- 
carious living of the local newspaper, 
while the enormous difference in the 
culture of the wealthy and of the 
poorer classes makes it plain that the 
professional and the ‘and-owner “who 
are forced to remain outside the me- 
, tropolis will satisfy their fastidious 
taste in reading with nothing less than 
what the capital of .the republic has 
to offer. 

This patronage has given the metro- 
politan papers. of Latin America a 
breadth of interest and of out- 
look to be found only in the met- 
ropolitan organs of England and 
the United States. Take, for in- 
stance, La Nacion or La Prensa of 
Buenos Aires, O Jornal do Commercio 
of Rio, El Mercurio of Chile, or El 
Diario de la Marina, of Havana, besides 
half a dozen other dailies of Latin 
America, and one will find in their 
wealth of information that variety 
and catholicity of information by 
which the truly modern newspaper is 
_known.. Let me add at once that 
nearly all of the Latin-American pa- 
pers of consequence have attained full 
economic independence; that ‘there is 
not: a shadow of Government. inter- 
ference in shaping their policies, and 
that theé-necessary distinction between 
editorial views and news has been 
established_long since. 

The economic and pélitical inde- 
pendence of the Latin-American news- 
paper of today is the more remarkable 
if we recall the fact that their fore- 
runners had their inception in the 
struggie for national independence, 
and that.as such they lived under 
‘the protéction and under the inspira- 
tion of the new national Government. 
Indeed, the early periodicals of Argen- 
tina, Peru, Chile or Mexico came to 
life as.messengers of a new political 
order, to spread the gospel of inde- 
pendence and to create that civic spirit 
which the revolutionary leaders wished 


spirit in the soldier. For, years the 
early publications of Latin America 
were forced to continue a partnership 
with official circles. Occasionaly, op- 
position leaflets came out to denounce 
the abuses of authority; they grew 
rapidly, only to disappear suddenly 
under the heavy hand of the Govern- 
ment.

| FOR STARVING JEWS 


Miss May, Relief Worker, Says 
1,000,000 in Poland Alone 
Need Speedy Help. 


LOOK TO AMERICA FOR AID 


Millions In Other Countries of 
Edrope in’ Pitiable Condition 
—Fund to Be Raised. 


More than 1,000,000 Jews in Poland, 
and millions in other countries of Hast- 
ern Europe, are starving as a result of 
the economic. breakdown of the coun- 
tries in which they live, and their only 
hope. of being saved from extinction is 
in the early arrival of relief ‘from 
America,-according to Miss Irma May, 
former New York relief worker, who 
returned from a three months’ tour of 
the famine-stricken regions yesterday 
on the French liner Paris. 

Miss May made a study of conditions 
in those eountries on instructions from 
David A.-Brown, National Chairman 
of the United Jewish Campaign for $15,- 
000,000 for the relief and rehabilitation 
of suffering. Jews of Eastern Europe. 
She said that she found Jewish families 
of all classes seeking aid in the bread 


lines and from soup kitchens. She 
said that women and children were 
freezing and starving, and waiting 
piteously for death, and that as a re- 
sult of malnutrition and “lack of med- 
ical aid infant mortality in Bessarabia 
had reached very grave proportions. 
The food allowance of Jewish families 


in Bessarabia was a few ounces of) 


cornmeal] and a fraction of a pound of 
-potatoes a day, she said. 

In Brest-Litovsk, Miss May said she 
found the very poor mostly widows 
—— orphans, still living in the ruins 

synagogues. Economic and indus- 
trial life, she reported, was at a com- 
plete standstill, that men in the 
stricken countries had been without 
work for eighteen months and longer 
and that craftsmen were selling theis 
tools to buy food and clothing. De- 
scribing a visit in Kishineff to a sec- 
tion of ‘the city formerly occupied by 
——— situated workers, Miss 


said: 

“There were no adults in the first 
house we entered. In a small, 
room’ devoid of furniture we suddenly 
heard slight sounds 
yoices. In the darkness of the place 
we made out the faces of three chil- 
dren, huddled together onthe floor, a 
heap. of. misery on a heap. of . rags. 
They were h ry, they had not eaten 
since the day before, when they had 
some tea. I took the youngest in:my 
arms. It was light as a feather, only 
skin and bones. There were five in 
that family. They had sold all their 
furniture before they went to the 
‘Hunger Committee,’ from which they 
had ‘réceived a little cornmeal as their 
sole food for weeks. . The children had 
seen nothing else since they could ye- 
member. 

“In the crisis which is strangling the 
entire life of Poland the economic 
status of the Jews is worse than at 
any time during or after the war. Be- 
cause of their normal dependence on 
commercial occupations, the lack of 
credit, the general stagnation and the 
fixed. attitude: in Poland toward. Jews 
have brought the Jewish masses espe- 
Gially to a point of. indescribable dis- 
tress.’’ 

Miss May went from Warsaw. to the 
industrial centres, Lodz, Bialystok, 
Vilna, Rowno, Lemberg, Krakow, 
Brody,  Pinsk, SBrest-Litovsk and 
smaller towns. Everywhere, she said, 
there was the same picture of terrible 
misery and poverty. “*How these peo- 
ple survive is a question none can 
answer,” she added. ‘They are clad 
in rags and freeze in their cellar dwell- 
ings.: ‘Social -institutions such . as 
schools and hospitals are about to 
close, ‘as there is no money to support 
them. 

“Unless speedy and substantial -help 
comes to revive the’ existing credit 
institutions and bolster up the: gen- 
eral economic life, the catastrophe 
which impends for Polish Jewry will 
exceed all others in their entire his- 
And all the people pray for 
from‘ America is a menor hand—in 
time—to enable them to: help them- 
selves.”

WASHINGTON, April 7.—In ° the 
white-pilared Hal of the Americas in 
the Pan-American Building Secretary 
Kellogg this evening welcomed 300 
publishers and editors, whose influénce 
touches. millions of people in North 
and. South America, to the first Pan- 
‘American Congress of Journalists. 

This was the first, time, according to 
Dr. L. S. Rowe; Director General of 
the Pan American Union, that au of 
the, twenty-one American” republics 
ha. been represented in any sort of 
Pan-American conference. 

Feom a platform decked with the 
flags of all the American countries, 
Secretary Kellogg brought applause as 
‘he urged an increasing unity of the 
Americas, and pointed to a situation 
among them as “unparalleled in the 
history of the warld; a situation in 
which ‘every major dispute has been 
settled by the orderly processes of 
Mediation and arbitration.” 

The official greetings of both the 
House and Senate had been given to 
the delegates earlier in the day when 
two long standing precedents were 
broken ‘in the welcome to them. For 
the first time, so far as old members 
of the House recall, a foreign language 
was spoken from the floor when Rep- 
Tesentative Wurzbach of Texas ex- 
tended a greeting in Spanish to the vis- 
itors in the gallery, and Felix Cordova 
Devila, delegate from Porto Rico, fol- 
lowed with ‘a speech in Portuguese. 

In the Senate the wish that the dele- 


gates might return to their homes as 
“eloquent interpreters of the profound 
desire of the people of the United 
States to cultivate friendship and co- 
operation with the great nations of 
the South’ was expressed by Senator 
Feels Se Jof Connecticut, speaking in 
English and Spanish: An iron- 
bound rule of the Senate was broken 
by the guests in the gallery, who ap- 
plauded without reproval his address 
and that of Senator Robinson of Ar- 
* kansas.’ , 


Kellogg Extends Official Welcome. 


The preliminary session tonight 
formally opened the congress, which is 
to deal: with various aspects of the 
press and its international relations. 
After a reception by the Governing 
Board of the Pan .American Union, 
Secretary Kellogg, in his capacity as 
Chairman of the board, made the ad- 
Gress of welcome. 

“Your coming together,” he said, ‘‘to 
discuss problems of common interest 
symbolizes, in a way, the entire Pan- 
‘American movement; for that move- 
ment rests on the basic idea of mutual 
helpfulness and service in the solution 
of problems of cor aon interest.

TWO MORE BATTLES 
IN PASSAIC STRIKE 


Police /Arrest Four Pickets in 
Fracas Started by Children— 
Handle Many Roughly. 


}MOB ROUTS LEGIONNAIRES 


Weisbord ; Threatens a Strike In 
Schools—Julius Forstmann. to 
Meet With His Employes.

PASSAIC, N. J., April 7.—The boo- 
ing and jeering of half a hundred 
school children at the head of a mass 
of /2,500 strikers precipitated a clash 
between the strikers and a score of 
policemen near the Gera Mills this af- 
ternoon. Four strikers were arrested 
and many were roughly handled by 
the policemen. 

Half an hour later, after small boys 


had thrown stones at the automobile 
of Chief of Police. Richard L, Zober, 
another clash occurred, this time be- 
tween the strikers and several Ameri- 
can Legion men who have béen volun- 
teering to uphold law, and order. 

At e mass meeting of strikers 
which preced the fight with the 
police, . Organizer . Albert Weisbord 
threatened to call a strike of school 
children in Garfield and Passaic unless 
what he described as ‘‘the Cossack 
methods’” of the police were discon- 
tinued immediately. 


March to Factory. 


After the meeting, the strikers 
marched to the New Jersey Spinning 
Company’s plant at Garfield, intend- 
ing to picket the plant. The millown- 
ers stole. a march on the strikers, 
however, by closing down an hour 
earlier than scheduled. When . the 
strikers arrived the only persons 
around the plant were the -night 
watchmen. 

The crowd then went across the 
bridge at Passaic and at Highth Street 
were met by a dozen policemen. Rein- 
forcements arrived a few minutes af- 
terward and when the children com- 
menced jeering about twenty police- 
men charged the mob of 2,500. Clubs 
were-swung and several strikers were 
sent to the ground. : 

The mob dispersed and the policemen 
returned to ‘headquarters. Half an 
hour later Chief Zober drove up to 
where the strikers had re-formed. A 
small boy threw a stone at the Chief's 
car, but Zober paid no attention. He 
drove off, leaving behind Commander 
John McCarthy of the local American 
Legion post. and other Legionnaires. 
The mob set on McCarthy and his aids 
and the Legion men were forced td 
flee, Reserves were again sent out on 
the run, but no arrests were made. 
he Legion men refused to make any 
complaint against the strikers. 


tk Four Strikers Tried. 


In the morning interest was centred 
in the trials of the eleven strikers who 
were arrested yesterday. Four were 
tried, the other cases being adjourned 


until Friday. Jack Rubenstein of 
Brooklyn, Weisbord’s field -lieutenant, 
was sentenced to six ,months -in- jail, 
his third such sentence since the 
‘strike. Counsel will appeal again, it 
was said. Lena Cherenko, another 
Brooklyn leader, was found. guilty of 
being a disorderly person, but sentence 
was deferred. Micha Elasik was 
sentenced to ten days for interfering 
with officers and a young. girl was 
fined $10 for using abusive guage. 
It is considered likely that within a 
few days the Clifton and.

Mrs. Anna -H. -Goldenweiser has 
started suit for a separation from Dr. 
Alexander A. Goldenweiser, for some 
years an assistant Professor of An- 
thropology at: Columbia University, 
and recently a lecturer on psychoanal- 
ysis at the Rand School, and a lecturer 
at the New School for Social Research, 
it was made known yesterday. 

No papers in the case are on file 
in the Supreme Court except an order 
signed by Justice Erlahger on March 
26 directing the arrest of Dr. Golden- 
weiser on the ground that his wife 
had a cause of action against him for 
separation, in connection with which 
she applied for‘ alimony and counsel 
fees.on behalf of herself and daughter, 
Alice, 11 years old. Justice Erlanger 
said that the order was issued because 
the defendant was about to depart 
from. New ‘York State and: that any 
alimony order issue might be uncol- 
lectible. 

The order was based on an affidavit 
Py Mrs. Goldenweiser alleging that her 
husband abandoned her in February, 
and that he had ‘frequent love affairs 
with other womeh to whom he wrote 
and from whom he received epistles of 
love containing expressions of tender- 
ness.”” Mrs. Goldenweiser also said she 
believed her husband -intended to 
marry his former secretary if he could 
obtain a divorce. She applig- for the 
arrest order because 'she said she had 
learned he had obtained a passport 
and intended to go to Mexico. 

Mrs. Goldenweiser, who lives at 550 
Riverside Drive, alleges that she has 
been compelled to support herself and 
daughter by working as a designer, 
and asserts that her husband used 
some of her earnings to pay gambling 
debts and to spend on other women. 

The defendant has not been con- 
nected with Columbia University for 
five years, and it was said yesterday 
that he left the; Rand School at about 
the time he was alleged to have aban- 
doned his wife. Counsel for Mrs. 
Goldenweiser said that efforts to find 
him to se the arrest order have 
been unavailing, but that it is believed 
he is still somewhere in New York. 
The Goldenweisers were married in 
1906. 

Dr. Goldenweiser attracted attention 
several years ago because of his belief, 
announced in a lecture at the home of 


Adolph Lewisohn, that habits and hob- 
bies were an indication of neurosis, an 
abfiormal mental state verging on in- 
sanity. He has also urged before the 
Child Welfare League the removal of 
the social stigma against illegitimate 
children. At a meeting of the Amer- 
ican Philosophical Society. in 1924: He 
argued against the Nordic theory,’ as- 
serting that there was no real evi- 
dence of fundamental white superiori- 
ty. He is the author of ‘‘Harly Oivili- 
zation,’’ a late work on anthropology.

Regan, but when Judge Mancuso was 
informed that the younger boy had no 
lawyer, he Maurice Block, 
Democratic minority leader of the 
Assembly, and Edward Glynn, nephew 
of Governor ‘Smith, as his lawyers. 
Then the Court adjourned the case 
until next Monday. 


Alienist to Examine Boy.

Rise to 3.92 Is Laid to London’s 
View That Bankers Have 
Reached an Agreement. 


BRUSSELS BUYING EVIDENT 


Stabilization at About 4 Cents Is 
Believed Likely—35-Point Rally 
Since Recent Low. 


The apparent belief in London that 
the way has been smoothed for a large 
international loan to Belgium was de- 
clared to have been the chief impulse 
responsible for an advance of almost a 
quarter of a cent yesterday in the. 
value of the Belgian franc. As against 
a close at 3.70% cents on Tuesday, the 
Belgian franc advanced yesterday to 
3.92 and closed at 3.91 cents. Most of 
the buying was in London and the 
local rate merely followed foreign quo- 
tations. 5 

The Belgian franc now has recovered 
about 35 points from its recent low 
point, established after its break from 
the 4.50 cent level at which it had been 
supported up to last month by the Bel- 
gian Government. At the time of last 
month’s break it was said that the 
Government had withdrawn its support, 
but buying of this character was again 
in evidence yesterday. Short covering 
also was declared to have been partly 
responsible for the upturn. 

Bankers here believe that Belgium 
finally will stabilize.her franc some- 
where near the present level of the 
Italian lira, which has been held steady 
for months at a point or two over 4 
cents. The original intention was to 
fix the value of the Belgian franc at 
about 444 cents, but this course is con- 
sidered unlikely now. Banking nego- 
tiations were resumed in London this 
week by representatives of the Belgian 
Government with a view to a loan in 
which both European and American 
bankers would participate as part of 
the Belgian stabilization plan, which 
includes a return to the gold standard. 
The bankers have renewed part of the 
credits which Belgium obtained here 
and in London. last year, and the bal- 
ance has been paid off, in accordance 
with the desires of the Brussels Gov- 
ernment. 


HAS SECURITIES OFFER 


United Fuel and Supply of Detroit 
Issues $4,400,000 Bonds and 
Notes for Merger. . . 


Announcement wak made yesterday 
of the formation of the United Fuel 
and Supply Company to acquire the as- 
sets of several building supplies com- 
panies, chiefly in the district surround- 
ing Detroit. The consolidated. com- 
pany, which has total assets of $10,- 
000,000, will deal in fuel and in plaster 
and cement products. 

It will operate eighteen yards, com- 
prising 121 acres, seven steamships, 
146 motor vehicles and will employ 
more than 1,000 men. It is hoped to 
reduce operating costs through the 
elimination of cross hauls and truck 
hire. 

A group of bankers has underwritten 
two issues of new securities to finance 
the merger, and a banking syndicate 
consisting of J. G. White & Co.; Inc., 
and Harris, Small & Co. of Detroit, is 
now offering these. 

The offering consists of $2,400,000 first 
mortgage gold bonds and $2,000,000 ten- 
year 6-per cent. gold notes. The bonds, 
which are due April 15, 1941, are of- 
fered at 100, to yield 6 per cent. The 
notes are priced at 99, to yield about 
6.12 per cent. Warrants accompanying 
the gold notes entitle holders to pur- 
chase the Class B stock of the com- 
pany at the rate of ten shares for each 
$100 note at $10 a share from April 1, 
1927, to April 1, 1931. 

Earnings for the last three years, it 
is said, averaged three and one-half 
times the combined maximum interest 
charges of the two new issues.

Steel Tonnage Figures Saturday

San Luis Obispo, Cal. . 


© EXPLOSION SHAKES. CITY 


‘Lightning Starts” Conflagration’ in 
“Farm” of Union Company— 
Edna Village Evacuated. 


SAN LUIS OBISPO, Cal:, April 7 
(®).—A force of 400 men, a steam 
shovel and a corps of trucks and 
other equipment battled: a. fierce heat 
tonight against the flames which fed. 
on four and possibly five “huge. oil 
reservoirs of the Union Oil. Tank 
Warm near here,: 

‘The-fire is described as the worst 
“in the history of the petroleum in- 
dustry. 

Between 3,500,Q00 and -4,250,000 bar- 
rels of ‘refining oil were ignited, the 
offices of the Union Oil Company -re- 
porting four reservoirs in flames, 
while the Sheriff’s office here de- 
clared that the fifth reservoir had 
been hed by the blaze. ‘The loss 
was estimated in excess of $10,000,000. 

The first reservoir, No. 5) with a 


capacity of 750,000 barrels, was struck’ 


‘by lightning at 7:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing. ‘The flames spread: in turn to 
Reservoirs Nos. 6, 3 and 7, with a com- 
bined capacity of almost 3,000,000 
barrels. The fifth reservoir; @aid by 
the Sheriff's office to be fired, has 

a capacity of 750,000 barrels. A sixth 
réservoir is in the group, but had not 
been reached by the fire early to- 
night. There are fifty surface tanks, 
in. the fiel@d and the fight was cen- 
tred on saving these. 

A feverish attempt was being made 
to build up a high dike ‘of steel and 
earth to protect the pump house in 
order that, a part of the oil may be 
salvaged by pumping it to tank steam- 
ers. The first of these, a Standard 
‘Oil Company ship, stood off shore late 

“today but was unable to come in be- 


>cause 0 gh winds.. The second 
‘ fanker. will reach here tomorrow 
morning. 

The crisis in the efforts to prevent 
spread of the fire was expected ‘when. 
the flames eat down to the water car- 
ried in, the crude dil. Steam then will 
cause the tanks to boil. over, it Was
